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Downtown  2030  Committee 

On  Wednesday  morning,  CCA  members  heard  about  the  Los  Angeles  Emergency 
Preparedness  Foundation’s  efforts  to  prepare  businesses  for  the  next  disaster, 

L.A.  Trade  Tech  College’s  initiatives,  and  Senate  Bill  (SB)  384,  which  proposes  an 
extension  of  alcohol  sales  to  4  a.m.  in  California. 

The  Los  Angeles  Emergency  Preparedness  Foundation  presented  its  ongoing 
efforts  to  prepare  the  region  for  the  next  “big  one,”  be  it  a  natural  disaster,  terrorist 
attack,  or  other  major  shakeup.  According  to  a  major  earthquake  simulation,  half  of 
the  buildings  in  Downtown  would  be  destroyed  and  400,000  individuals  would  be 
displaced.  Less  than  10%  of  businesses  in  Los  Angeles  are  prepared  for  such  an 
event,  so  the  Foundation  is  working  to  close  that  gap.  They  are  collaborating  with 
the  private  sector  to  provide  emergency  resources  such  as  banks’  armored  cars 
for  transportation,  freight  companies’  trucks  to  transport  supplies,  and  medication 
from  pharmacies.  They  also  have  a  Small  Business  Preparedness  Initiative  to 
provide  an  onsite  independent  review  and  build  an  emergency  plan  at  no  charge.

L.A.  Trade  Tech  College  (LATTC)  President  Larry  Frank  shared  the  college’s 
efforts  to  update  its  campus  facilities,  its  new  initiatives  and  partnerships,  and  its 
focus  moving  forward  as  the  community  college  of  Downtown.  The  Los  Angeles 
Community  College  District  (LACCD)  is  now  offering  free  tuition  to  LAUSD 
graduates  for  one  year,  provided  they  attend  full-time.  As  the  largest  vocational 
college  in  the  state,  LATTC  partners  with  organizations  such  as  Metro,  Center  for 
Urban  Education,  St.  John’s  Well  Child  and  Family  Clinic,  and  YouthBuild  Charter 
School  to  provide  services  and  internship  placement  for  students.  The  school  is 
also  involved  in  the  South  L.A.  Promise  Zone.  LATTC  is  continually  looking  for

SB  384,  a  bill  proposed  by  Senator  Scott  Weiner  (D-SF),  would  allow  an  on-sale 
licensee  to  apply  to  the  Department  of  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  to  authorize  the 
sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  between  the  hours  of  2  a.m.  and  4  a.m.  Also  known  as 
the  LOCAL  Act,  the  bill  has  bipartisan  support  and  is  aimed  to  address  the  growing 
presence  of  underground  nightlife.  It  would  give  cities  the  responsibility  of 
designating  districts  where  the  extension  would  apply.  CCA  will  continue  to  monitor 
the  bill  as  it  moves  through  the  committee  process.  Click  here  to  view  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Governmental  Organization’s  analysis  of  the  bill.

Join  City  Plants  in  Honoring  Jessica  Lall 

On  Tuesday,  April  25,  please  join  City  Plants  in  honoring  Jessica  Lall,  Nancy 
Sutlev  and  Bill  Funderbuck  for  their  work  in  advancing  a  healthy  tree  canopy 
throughout  Los  Angeles. 

City  Plants  is  the  lynchpin  for  tree  planting  in  Los  Angeles,  bringing  together  seven 
non-profit  organizations  and  multiple  City  agencies  to  attract  and  direct  grants 
towards  planting  new  trees.  Their  work  is  critically  important  as  it  is  estimated  that 
between  1/3  and  1/2  of  L.A'.s  street  trees  will  die  in  the  next  40  years  because 
42%  of  L.A.'s  trees  are  over  60  years  old. 

City  Plants  does  important  work  to  green  underserved  neighborhoods. 
Unfortunately,  there  are  huge  canopy  disparities  between  neighborhoods,  with  the 
highest  at  37%  tree  cover  and  the  lowest  at  5%  tree  cover.  City  Plants  works  to 
correct  this  disparity  by  planting  and  giving  away  between  15,000  and  20,000  trees 
each  year. 

As  the  former  Executive  Director  of  the  South  Park  BID,  Jessica  made  great  effort 
to  green  that  community.  The  South  Park  BID  area  is  actually  one  of  the  "lowest 
canopy"  areas  in  Los  Angeles.

On  Tuesday,  CCA  testified  before  the 
Planning  and  Land  Use  Management 
Committee  (PLUM)  in  support  of  The 
Alexan,  a  development  project  by 
Trammell  Crow  Residential  that  would 
transform  an  existing  surface  parking 
lot  into  a  26-story  high-rise  with  almost 
7,000  square  feet  of  retail  and 
restaurant  space  and  305  residential 
units.  It  will  activate  the  street,  provide 
pedestrian-friendly  walkways,  and 
open  public  space  for  community  use. 
The  project  was  approved  by  the 
committee.

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Neighborhood  Council  (DLANC)  and  the  Historic  Cultural  Neighborhood  Council 
(HCNC).  Under  a  new  provision  to  the  Neighborhood  Council  enabling  legislation 
allowing  for  the  subdivision  of  existing  Neighborhood  Councils,  a  new 
Neighborhood  Council  is  being  proposed:  The  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council 
(SRNC). 

This  Neighborhood  Council  must  be  approved  by  DTLA  stakeholders.  There 
are  3  ways  to  vote:  online,  in-person  at  pop-up  polls  and  in  person  on 
Election  Day,  April  6. 

All  DTLA  stakeholders  should  weigh-in  on  this  proposal  as  it  will  remove  the 
Skid  Row  neighborhood  from  DLANC  and  HCNC.  This  election  is  open  to 
voters  who  are  stakeholders  within  the  boundaries  of  DLANC  or  HCNC. 

FAQ’s 

1.  When  can  people  register  to  vote  online?  Online  voter  registration  has 
started  and  will  last  until  Sunday,  April  2nd. 

2.  When  can  people  vote  online?  Online  voting  has  started  and  will  last  until 
Thursday,  April  6th,  at  7  pm. 

3.  How  does  one  log  on  to  vote  online?  DONE  now  has  a  website  up  for  the 
Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council  subdivision  election  at  http://empowerla.org 
/elections/srncl7/ 

4.  Where  can  people  register  to  vote  in  person?  DONE  has  set  up  12  pop-up 
registration  and  voting  events  over  the  next  two  weeks  in  addition  to  the  day  of  at 
polls  location.  Some  locations  are  still  pending,  but  the  full  list  can  be  found 

at  http://empowerla.org/elections/srncl7/ 

4.  What  identification  does  one  need  to  vote  online  or  in  person?  They  will 
need  a  picture  ID  and  documentation  for  the  type  of  stakeholder  they  are:  live, 
work,  own  real  property  or  substantial  and  ongoing  interest.  DONE  has  prepared  a 
list  of  acceptable  forms  of  documentation.
